WAR TAX BILL 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—Tho war tax 


bill, re-drafted and reduced to $1,670,- 
170,000 by the senate finance commit- 
tee as against tho f 1.800,000,000 of ad- 
ditional war taxes provided as It camo 
from' tho house, was completed today. 
Cbalrman Simmons of tho commltteo 
planned to present tho measure to tho 
senate today for consideration which 
will begin after tho food control pro- 
hibition measure is disposed ot.[ 


Vastly increased income taxes 
and 


lovIoH upon excess 
profits 
resulting 


from war timos, liquors and tobacco 
form tho bulk of 
tho 
now 
taxation 


measure, tho largest in ihe country's 
history. 
After f«rmal presentation of tho re- 
vised bill, Chairman Simmons will later 
file a report detailing tho committee's 
work of six weeks by which it Is be- 
lieved tho measure, has been greatly 
improved without materially decreas- 
ing tho house revcnuo yield. 
No additional bonds wil bo author- 
ized under tho bill as any deficit, it' 
believed, can bo taken cure of by con- 
irress in amplo time at next Decem- 
ber's session, although

including new appropriations coming 
for the army and navy. 
Reduction of Income taxation to sin- 
glo persons with incomes over $1001

commltteo reduced 
liousn rates on Incomes over 540.000.

It also struck out Inheri- 
tance taxes designed to raiso $6,000,000 
and retroactive taxes on 131b Incomes 
foi a further reduction of ?108,000,000. 
After many changes the final com- 
mittee draft contains the proposed tax 
of 5 per cent upon profits of publish- 
ers in excess of 54000 
estimated 
to 
raise §7,500.000 and adds an increase 
to ono-quarter of a cent a pound on 
second-class postage rates, estimated 
to yield to $3,000.000. 
Strenuous ef- 
forts are expected in tiio senate for 
amendment of tho imposts upon pub- 
lishers.

heard a great deal about waste of food 
in the household of late and as wo 
have stated heretofore we repeat that 
we do not believe half the statements 
made regarding food waste. We are 
inclined to agree 
with Mrs. Henry 


Wade Rogers, chairman of tho Na- 
tional American 
Suffrage association; 


when she denies that there is any 
such waste as is alleged by certain 
conservators who put the loss of the 
food crop through 
extravagance 
as 


high as 50 per cent. This seems ab- 
surd, at least so far as the housewife 
is concerned. 
It may have' some 


foundation 
as 
applied to food ma- 


nipulators and to the speculators who 
burn up potato stores to help produce 
a scarcity. But the housekeeper who 
buys everything she needs at the pre- 
vailing prices Is not likely to waste 
anything that can be saved. 
It may 


be possible by the highest skill in the 
culinary art to 
utilize some of the 


waste materials that find their way 
to the garbage can. For this reason 
there may be some who by skilful 
methods might be able to save certain 
foodstuffs 
which they 
now 
throw 


away. It is their duty to study these 
problems and to learn how the waste 
can be reduced to a minimum. 
The 


women of Lowell, we presume, have 
already done almost as much as they 
possibly can in domestic economy but 
if they can be shown another point 
they are only too willing to learn.

sand of the latter ara already mobll- 
Uert in the interests and service of the 
government, under the direction of the 
national committee 
in 
Washington, 


and as a body, are prepared to give of 
their science and ability to further the 
victory -which must como to this coun- 
try. 
Not only Is th« chemical en- 


gineer a prime factor now, during the 
period when chemicals aro 
playing 


their part in the fighting on all fronts, 
but the chemical engineer, in ent«r- 
Ing the powerful preparations of the 
world of American manufacturers Is a 
higher ono than before the war, and 
that his place in th.e van of national 
development is fully established. 
The increasing importance of chem- 


ical manufacture in this country began 
with the cutting off of supply of both 
raw and manufactured chemicals, when 
German Importations ceased, 
at 
the 


beginning of the war. 
Not only wero 
stocks quickly depleted, causing

i-.-ildcring Jumps In prices, but 
the 


chemical manufacturers In the United 
States were not equipped either with 
mr.chinery or with practical workmen, 
nor even many of tho raw goods, to 
begin manufacture for many months 
after tho war began.

chemical industry, therefore has

creased, and the general public has 
some knowledge of the role played by 
the experts, 'whose intricate chemical 
processes have made tha explosives in 
warfare almost the centra of attrac- 
tion In any discussion, of tho possible 
cnrly termination of the conflict.

processes 
which

asphyxiating gases,

ists, for it Is to the advance of com- 
niercial chemistry that the 
minds of 


American chemists 
are

pally turned. 
There ara 
problems

ccnvention of. tho American Chemical 
society in September, and not only is 
the interest of the chemists of the

discussions
